When I ſaw that, I went to London, and 
upon Enquiry, found that Sir John Croke 
War Outlaw'd 8 at the Suit of 
Mr. Thomas and Mr. William Hellows, the 
one of London, and the other of Windſor, for a 
Sum of Money due from the ſaid Sir John Croke 
to the ſaid Gentlemen ; and that his Manor of 
Chilton, with ſeveral Farms and the Rectory of 
the ſaid Pariſh, were extended into the King's 
Hands, and a Leaſe was granted from the 
Crown, under the Seal of the Court of Exche- 
quer to the ſaid Gentlemen and their Aſſigns.

So when they had diſcours'd with Sir John, they 
told me that he ſaid, They needed not to fear 
what I could do to them by virtue of the Leaſe, 
or upon any other Account : For, as ſoon as I 
ſhould begin the Suit and demand the Tithes, 
he was fully reſolv'd to do my Buſineſs ſo ef- 
fectually as ſhould ſtop all my Proceedings. 
So when I ſaw 1 could not prevail to get my 
Money either from Sir John Croke or the Te- 
nants, I was forc'd to exhibit my Bill in the Ex- 
chequer for Tithes againſt Larimore, Mayne 
the Conſtable, Thomas Beamſly, Nicholas San- 
ders, and others; which I did in Michaelmas 
Term 1567. as may appear by the Records of 
the Exchequer : And when the ſaid Larimore, 
Mayne, and the veſt above-named Were ſerv'd 
with Subpoena's to anſwer my ſaid Bill, Sir John 
Croke, ſoon after, viz.

L. C. B. Call them, for I'll hear all, if I fit 
till Night. on 

Then Larimore call'd Nodſworth Croke, Wil. 
liam Croke, Jobn Stop, Thomas Welch, Samuel 
Salter, and William Sanders; all theſe being 
ſworn, the Sum and Subſtance of their Evi- 
dence was to this Effect. 

That they had heard John Chilton ſay that 
I had ſtol'n a Pair of Boots from him, to which 
Chilton (being then upon his Oath) ſaid, that 
Mr. Hawkins did no otherwiſe than what be- 
fore I have ſworn; and he farther added, that 
he never {aid that I had ſtol'n any thing from 
him, for he had no Reaſon for it. 

L. C. B. Did this Larimore deſire you to 
charge this Mr. Hawkins with Felony, and 
when did he deſire you to do ſo? 

Chil. My Lord, Larimore, and the reſt 
that I have named, defired me to charge Mr. 
Hawkins with flat Felony, for ſtealing the ſaid

ſearch for them, and did farther threaten me, 
in caſe I would not do it, that Sir Jahn Croke 
would indi& me at the Aſſizes as one acceſſary 
to the ſtealing of my own Goods. 

L. C. B. Was Larimore one of them ?

Money, to arreſt and trouble me. 

3. By diſſuading thoſe that I ſued for Tythes, 
not to agree with me ; he promiſing them, that 
Sir John Croke and himſelf would force me to 


run the Country, cer long. 


4. By his continual tormenting and vexing 
me with his falſe Arreſts,and illegal Indictments. 
5. By his conſtant Endeavour to diſſuade my 
Friends from any ways relieving me or mine in 


my 
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greateſt Wants and Neceſlities, adviſing them 
to ſtarve us. 1 

My Lord, and this Jury, if you are not 
fully ſatisfied in any of theſe Particulars that I 
have alledged, I am ready to prove them; 
but if this be granted, they are, no doubt, ſuf- 
ficient Arguments to prove the Malice of his 
Heart. Again I ſay, that it is no ways proba- 
ble that Larimore was robbed, at all, and of 
this Opinion are moſt of his Neighbours round 
about him, as may appear by this Certificate, 
which followeth. f :

E do humbly certify, that Henry Larimore 
of Chilton in the County sf Bucks, Labou- 
rer, is a notorious Anabaptiſt, an Enemy to the

| TH ESE ave to certify all whom it may con- 
cern, That Thomas Beamſly of Chilton, 
Tyihing man, told me, Charles Wilcox of Long- 
Crendon, (upon September 19. in the 20th 
ear of his Majeſty's Reign, Ann. Dom. 1668.) 
That the Five- Shilling Piece of Alver, and the 
Stone Ring, mwhich Larimore pretended he found 
in Mr. Hawkins's Houſe, were both loſt bef-re 
there was any Difference between the ſaid Lari- 
more and the ſaid Mr. Hawkins; and be for 
TREY 
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ther added, That his Brother Larimore told 
him, that he had an Intent to ſearch for the ſame 
Ring, and Five-Shilling Piece, above a Month 
before he did. This I can and will depoſe, 
whenſoever I ſhall be thereunto required.

By this Certificate, it appears (by Larimore's 
own Confeſſion to his Brother Beamſly) that he 
had loſt this Ring, and Five-Shilling Piece, be- 
fore there was any Difference between him 
and I, and ſeeing I began my Suit for Tythes 
in Michaelmaſs Term 1667, againſt him and 
others, as it is well known to the-Inhabitants 
of Chilton, and alſo may appear by the Re- 
cords of the Exchequer. 

This is the firſt Time that Larimore ſaid he 
had loſt the Ring and Five-Shilling Piece. 

And that this is falſe muſt needs appear by 
what Mr. Good and Larimore have already 
ſworn in open Court, viz. That Mr. Good 
 pawned the Five-Shilling Piece to Larimorè at 

8 Seſſions laſt, (which Seſſions were 
held upon the gth and leta of Ju), 1668) 
which is near nine Months after the Difference 
began. | 

And moreover, Larimore confeſſed upon his 
Examination before Sir John Croke, when I 
was committed, (which was upon the 19th 
of September 1668.) that he had loſt the Ring 

| and 
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and Five-Shilling Piece a Month before, which 
muſt conſequently be about the 19th of Au- 
guſt, 1668; and if ſo, how is it poſſible that 
he could have loſt them before the Difference 
began betwixt us, which was above ten Month 
before he had them? 
III. He now ſwears in open Court, that he 
ſaw me ſteal the ſaid Gold Ring and Five-Shil- 
ling Piece of Silver out of his Houſe, upon 
Friday the 18th of September, 1668. precilel 
an Hour and half before Sun-ſet; all which 
Times being compared together, can no ways 
be poſſible; for which I dare appeal to all 
that hear it. Nor is it likely, in caſe he 
could prove that he was robb'd, which I am 
confident he never can, that l am the Perſon 
that robbed him; as may appear upon theſe 
Conſiderations, amongſt others. 

1. Is it likely that I ſhould commit a Rob- 
bery in my own Pariſh, in the Day time, 
where all that ſaw me muſt needs know me, 
and at the Houle of ſuch a Perſon as this La- 
rimore is, that had ſolemnly {wore but a little 
before that he would take away my Life, as 
may ** by what his Son ſaid to Anne 
Scoly : 5 
4 Is it probable, that if I were guilty, I 
would not have made my Eſcape, having twen- 
ty four Hours Time, and four or five Hours 
Notice after they firſt attempted to ſearch my 
Houſe? Or that in all that Time I could find 
no better Place to conceal a Ring, and Five- 

5 Shilling 
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Shilling Piece, than in a little Basket, with 


two or three Eggs, which all that Time was 
hanging upon a Pin. 

Again, if Larimore ſaw me rob him upon 
the 18th Day of September 1668. as he ſwears 
he did, why did not he then ſecure me? He 
ſwears I ran away, why did not he ſend out 
Hue and Cries to diſcover and apprehend me? 
But the ſaid Larimore was ſo far from doing 
it, that he never declared it to any of his 
Neighbours, nor to the Conſtable when he 
commanded him to ſearch, as may appear as 
well by the Search it ſelf, in that they ſearch- 
ed other Houſes before they ſearched mine, as 
by the Conſtable's Oath, who ſwears that La- 
rimove ſaid not any thing to him that he had 
ſeen me rob him, nor did the ſaid Larimore 
declare it to Sir John Croke; for if he had, 
Sir John, no doubt, would have inſerted it in 
the Mittimus, which he hath not done: Nor 
did he declare it to Sir Richard Pigott, from 
whom he fetch'd his Warrant to ſearch, as 
may appear by the Contents of it. 

Whereupon my Lord Chief Baron Hale cal- 
ling to the Conſtable tor the Warrant, which 
being delivered, the Judge himſelt immediate- 
ly eſpied that the ſaid Warrant bore Date a 
Day before the Robbery was committed, 
which when my Lord obſerved, he asked La- 
rimore it he fetched this Warrant to ſearch for 
this Ring and Five-Shilling Piece? To which 
Larimore replied, He did; and then my Lord' 


asked 
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asked Larimore upon what Day he was rob- 
bed? He replied, Upon Friday the 18th of 
September 1668. | 
L. C. B. How comes it then to paſs, Lari- 
more, that the Warrant bears Date the 17th 
Day, and you ſwear that the Priſoner at the 
Bar did not rob you till the 18th Day? This 
is likely to be true. | 

Larmore to this replied, That he was rob- 
bed at ſeveral other Times. 

Hawk. My Lord, may I be heard a Word? 
L. C. B. You may go on. 
Hawk. I humbly thank your Honour. And 

I hope the Jury will take notice how Larimore 
hath inſnared himſelf, by the Date of the War- 
rant, which my Lord firſt diſcovered. And 
whereas Larimore replies, that he was robbed 
at ſeveral other Times, he may have Credit, 
but by thoſe only that can believe all that he 
hath ſaid and ſworn; For he ſaith that he was 
robbed before he and I differed, which muſt 
be before October, 1667. and he told Sir John 
Croke likewiſe when I was committed, that he 
was robbed of the foreſaid Goods but a Month 
before, which muſt needs be about the 1 9th of 
Auguſt, 1668. but now he {wears in Court, 
that he ſaw me ſteal theſe Goods on Friday 
the 18th of September 1668. which muſt needs 
be impoſſible, that I ſhould rob him at three 
ſeveral Times of the ſame Ring and Five-Shil- 
ling Piece; and beſides this, it is improbable, 
that he ſhould be robbed before October, 1 a7: 

and 


and again in Aug. 1668. becauſe he never de- 
clared any ot theſe Robberies to any Perſon, be- 
fore the 16" of Sept. 1668. upon which Day 
he and Sir John Croke concluded upon this Con- 
ſpiracy, as hereafter I ſhall make appear; And 
moreover, Larimore himſelf confeſſed even now, 
that he fetch'd this Warrant to ſearch for this 
very Ring and five Shilling Piece, which now 
he denies. By this all may ſee how notoriouſly 
he contradicts himſelf. | 

L. C. B. ſaid to: Larimore, Thou art very 
cunning, to be provided with a Wa: rant a Day 
before you was robbed. It ſeems you knew 
upon the 17 Day that you ſhould be robbed 
on the 18h Day, and alſo that this Perſon now 
at the Bar ſhould rob you. Surely you can di- 
vine. | Here the People began to cry out Shame 
on Larimore, | 

L. CB ſaid to me, Sir, but if you were in- 
nocent of this Robbery, why did you refuſe 
to open your Doors, or to have your Houſe 
ſearch d? 

Hawk. My Lord, I had ſeveral Reaſons that 
moved nie ſo to do. 

I. In general, Moſt of thoſe Perſons that 
were preſent were my inveterate Enemies, and 
ſeveral 
my Family, and therefore 1 had Reaſon to ſu- 
ſpect that they came to injare me, either in my 
Poſſeſſion or Goods: For the firſt, Sir John 
Croke and Larimore had often threatned to pull 
down my Houle, and for that End had hired 

H ſe- 
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of them had threatned to ruin me and 
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{ſeveral Perſons to make a forcible Entry upon 
it; and particularly, they had latel hired Jaber 
the Son of Leonard Styres of Thame, in the 
8 of Oxon, by a Ladder to climb up and 
come down my Chimney, and open my Doors 
| when we were all abroad: And about the ſame 
time they alſo contraſted with one Chriſtopher 
Tyler of Chilton for the ſame Purpoſe. And 2. 
I feared the ſeizing of my Goods by the ſaid 
Perſons, becauſe they had then a Writ of Le- 
ar! or Execution to ſeize them; which Lari- 
more's Son had a few Days before in part exe- 
cuted, and he was then preſent. And if theſe 
Reaſons are not ſufficient, I have more to juſti- 
fie my Act, in refuſing to have them ſearch my 
Houſe, which was all my Lord I ever denied, 
for I then declared myſelf willing that Mr. 
Sanders the other Conſtable, he being then at 
the next Door, might charge whom he pleaſed, 
and ſearch as narrowly as he could. 

L. C. B. ſaid, Mr. Hawkins, can you prove 
what you have ſaid? 


Hawk. Yes, my Lord, which Particular 
ſhall I prove? 


L. C. B. Prove that about the Ladder, if you 
can. 

Hawk. I pray my Lord, call John Acreman . 
He being called, did fully juſtify what I ſaid 


concerning their N forcible Entry, and 
added farther, that he did help to ſet up the 
Ladder for that purpoſe, being called by Sir 
John Croke's own Sons, they and Larimore 


ſtand- 
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ſtanding by all that time to watch. And touch- 
ing the ſecond Particular, concerning the ſeiz- 
ing of my Goods, Mr. Sheriff himſelf can juſti- 
fy, that they had then in their Hands ſuch a 
Writ: My Lord, he is in Court, if your Ho- 
nour pleaſe to call him. 335 
And for the 3d Particular, that I ſhewed my- 
ſelf willing that Mr. Sanders ſhould ſearch, I can 
prove, my Lord, by theſe Witneſſes following, 
viz. Michael Reed, Gent. Mr. Thomas Sanders, 1 
Mr. Henry Golder, Robert Caſemore, Mr. Charles A 
Wilcox, and ſeveral others that were preſent. . 
My Lord Chief Baron hearing theſe Reaſons 
fully proved, commended my Diſcretion, in not 
opening my Doors; and he added farther, that 
he ſhould have done as much hiniſelf, ſaying it 4 
was a foul Buſineſs, and the Judge (then look- 11 
ing towards Sir Jobn Croke with an angry 1 
Countenance,) ſaid to me, Sir, is this Sir Joh. 1 
Coke concerned in this Bulinels ? 4 
Hawk. If it may pleaſe your Honour my * 
Lord, with Permiſſion, I ſuppoſe that Sir John 
Croke is deeply concerned in this Conſpiracy, n 
and I doubt not, but to make it appear to the — 
World, if I may be heard. 
| L. C. B. You need not fear that, for you 
{hall have time, go on. 
Hauk. I humbly thank your Honour; and L 
crave Leave to call two Witneſſes, vig. Mr. 
Charles Wilcox, and Mr. Samuel Browne ; both 
theſe being called, Mr. Wilcox ſaid, If it may 
pleaſe your Honour, my Lord, upon Friday the 
H 2 186" 
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18th of September 1668. I was at Larimore's 
Houſe in Chilton, from Noon till it was near 
Night, with Larimore, a driving of ſome Bar- 
gain about Tyles, and other things; and, my 
Lord, Mr. Hawkins was not at Larimore's Houſe 
all that Afternoon, nor did I hear any thing at 
all then that Larimore was robb'd, which, my 
Lord, I muſt needs have done, if he had been 
robbed that Afternoon, for I was there. 

L. C. B. At what time came you to Lari- 
More's Houſe, Mr. Wilcox ?- Take heed what 
you ſay. 

Wilcox. Before Noon, my Lord. 


L. C. B. Mr. Wilcox, how long did you tay

Mr. Wilcox. Until it was near Night, my 
Lord. 


L. C. B. Was Larimore with you all that time? 
Mr. Wilcox. Yes, my Lord, for we wete a- 


bout to bargain for ſome Tyles, and other 


things. 
L. C. B. Are you ſure it was upon the, 1 8th 
of September, that you was at Larimore's Houle ? 
Mr. Wilcox. Tam ſure, my Lord, that it was 
upon the 18 of September that I was there, and 
the Day before Mr. Hawkmns's Houſe was broke 
open. 
VE, (B. What Day of the Week was it upon? 


Mr. Wilcox. It was upon a Friday, my Lord, 


and Mr. Haw#ins's Houle was broken open on 
the next Day, it being Saturday). 


Lar. It was upon Thurſday, my Lord, that

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Mr. Wilcox was at my Houſe; it was not upon 
that Day that my Houſe was robb'd, but the 
Day before. 

Sir Ralph Verney replied, No, no, Larimore, 
it could not be on the Thurſday, that Mr. Mil- 
cox, and you were together at your Houſe, for 
that was the 17th Day of September, and that 
was the Day you was bulied in fetching your 
Warrant-from Sir Richard Pigott. 

L. C. B. It is well obſerved, Sir, and ſo he 
was, and therefore it could not be on the Thurſ- 
day that Mr. Wilcox was with him at his Houſe. 

Sir Richard Pigott replied, I am ſure, my 
Lord, that Larimore, and that Fellow the Con» 
ſtable were both at my Houſe upon the 17th of 
September, as my Warrant teſtifieth. 

L. C. B. At what time was it, Mr. Wilcox, 
when you came that Day from Larimore's houle? 

Mr. Wil:ox. It was about Sun-ſet, my Lord, 
for it was dark by that time I got to my Houle 
at Crendon. 

L. C. B. How far is it from your Houſe at 
Crendon, to Larimore's Houſe ? 

Mr. Wilcox. It is about a Mile and half, my 
Lord. | 
T. C. B. Were not the Ways bad at that time? 

Mr. Wilcox No, my Lord, the Ways were 
very good. | | 

ZB. Did not you ſtop, or ſtay, or meet with 
ſome Body by the Way that might hinder you? 
Mr. Wilcox. No, my Lord, I went a good 
Pace, it being near Night, my Lord, I * + 
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fraid of being benighted, and yet it was dark 
by that time I got home. 

L.C. B. You that are of the Jury, do you 
know this Mr. Wilcox, of what Credit is he ? 

Fury, We have known him a long time, and 
we know no Harm by him. 

L. C. B. He looks with an honeſt Face; and 

ou Larimore, do you know what that honeſt 
an, Mr. Wilcox ſays * Do you know him, 
and did you ever ſee him at your Houle ? 

Lar. Yes, my Lord, I know him well. 

L. C. B. Larimore do not you remember that 
he was at your Houſe upon Friday the 18ch of 
September, 1668. 

Larimore replyed, No, my Lord, ſure it 
was not upon that Day that I was robbed. 

My L. C. B. Hale 2 Larimore, no, in 
my Conſcience thou ſay'ſt well; for it ſeems 
you were not robbed upon the ſame Day, that 
you have ſworn you ſaw the Priſoner at the Bar 
commit this Robbery. 

Hawk. My Lord, or upon any other Day, 
as I do verily believe. 

And here many of the People cryed out, that 
they believed as much. 

C. B. If that Man, Mr. Wilcox, ſpeaks 
true, then all is falſe that Larimore, his Son, 
and Siſter have ſworn, (5c. 

Come Mr. Hawkins ſaid my Lord Chief Ba- 
ron, have you any more to lay e 

Hatvk. I have one Witneſs more, that I de- 
ſire may be called, viz. Mr. Sammel Browne. 

L. C. B. 
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L. C. B. Yes, yes, call him, come Mr. 
Browne, what can you ſay ? 

Mr. Brotune laid, my Lord, I can ſay ſome- 
thing, but I dare not 1 — | 

L. C. B. Why dare you not? Come, ſpeak 
the Truth; and ſpare not, and ſay no niore. 

Mr. Browne ſaid, I dare not ſpeak, for Sir 
John Croke, and this Larimore have threatned 
me, that if I came down to this Aſſizes, to te- 
ſtify what I heard about this Plot, Sir John 
Croke laid he would fling me in the Gaol, and 
load me with Action upon Action of a 1000 l. 
and ruine me and my Family. 

When the Judge and the Juſtices heard Mr. 
Browne relate this, every Eye began to be fixt 
upon Sir John Croke, and the People asxed 
which was that Sir Fob» Croke? Then my Lord 
Chief Baron Hale commanded the Clerk of the 
Aſſizes to give Mr. Browne a Writ of Privilege, 
to protect him Home again: Which being im- 
mediately done in Court, my L. C. B. ſaid, 
come Mr. Browne, let us now hear what you 
can ſay to this Buſineſs ? 

Mr. Browne ſaid, If it may pleaſe your Ho- 
nour, my Lord, upon Wedneſts „the roth of 
September, laſt paſt, early in the Morning, as I 
lay in my Bed at Sir John Croke's Houle in 
Chilton, hearing a great Noiſe, (I being then 
entruſted by Sir John Lentall, as Keeper to Sir 
John Croke, which is a Priſoner at the King's 
Bench, I fearing that they were contrivin 
ſome Way for him to elcape, I ſtarted ſuddenly 
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out of Bed, having nothing on but my Shirt, 
and ſtood at the Dining Room Door behind the 
Hangings, and then my Lord, I heard this 
Larimore tell Sir John Croke that he had undone 
him, by cauſing him to contend with the Par- 
ſon. Sir John Croke asked him why? Lari- 
more replyed, becauſe this Hawkins will undo 
me, for he hath entred me into moſt Courts of 
England, and ſummoned me into the Crown 
Office and Chancery, and I cannot maintain ſo 
many Suits. Sir John Croke replyed, is that 
all? Come Brother Larimore, be contented, 
we will have one Trick more {or Hawkins yet 
which ſhall do his Work. Larimore replyed, 
Sir John you have put me upon too many 
Tricks already, more than I can manage, and 
the Parſon is too hard for us ſtill. Sir John re- 
plyed, If thou wilt but Act, I will Hatch e- 
nough to hang Hawkins. Larimore replyed, 
but how ſhall we bring this to paſs ? Sir Fobx 


- Croke made Anſwer, can'ſt thou convey {ome 


Gold or Silver into Mr. Hawkins's Houſe, and 
have a Warrant ready to ſearch his Houſe, and 
then our Work is done. Larimore replyed, 
Sir, if we could but bring this to pals, it might 
do well, but I know not how. Sir John Croke 
ſaid to Larimore, do you but go to Sir Richard 
Figott, and inform him, that you have loſt ſome 
Money and Goods, and deſire his Warrant to 
ſearch for them, which Sir Richard neither can 
nor will deny you, and then take Dick Mayne 
the Conſtable, who is one of us, and will do 

what- 
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whatever we delire of him, and go and ſearch 
Mr. Hawkins's Houſe, and there you will 
find theſe things ; and then charge him with 
flat Felony, and force him before me and no 
other Juſtice, and I'll ſend hin to Goal with- 
out Bail, and we will hang him at the next 
Aſſizes. Come, ſaid Sir John Croke, Brother 
Larimore, let us go and drink our Mornings 
Draught, and we will conſult more about this 
Buſineſs. And ſo, my Lord, I heard no more 
for that Time. But— 

L. C. B. That was enough, and too much 
too; but however Mr. Browne go on. 

Mr. Browne. So upon Saturday next, being 
the 19th of September, 1668. I having been a- 
broad, and towards Night, coming up the 
Town, I was informed that Mr. Hawkins, as 
Larimore pretended, had robbed him: I then 
began to think more ſeriouſly upon what I 
heard pals the Wedneſday before, between Sir 
John Croke and this Larimore, and coming to 
Sir John's Houſe, I ſaw a Paper lying upon 
the Hall Table full of Writing, and Lartmore, 
with the Conſtable, and ſeveral others, had 
brought Mr. Hawkins before Sir John Croke ; 
who committing Mr. Hawkms for robbing La- 
rimore, as he pretended, took up the ſaid Pa- 
per, and read it to the Conſtable, and ſaid 
that it was Mr. Hawkinss Mittimus, which 
ſaid Mittimus was written before Mr. Hawkins 
came to Sir Jobn Croke, as all that were there 
can juſtify. And on * Morning I went 

to 
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to an Alehouſe, where they had kept Mr. 
Hawkins all Night, and there I aw Mr. Haw- 
kins go to the Goal, and then my Heart began 
to tremble, and yet I durſt not diſcover any 
thing of what I had heard; but coming home, 
I faid to Sir Fohn Croke, Sir, what, they have 
carried the poor Parſon to Goal. Sir John 
Croke replied, Yes, let him go, and the Devil 
go with him, and more ſhall follow after; 
have I not often told you, that if my Brother 
Larimore and I did but lay our Heads toge- 
ther, none are able to ſtand againſt us? 1 re- 
plied, Yes Sir Zobn, I have often heard you 
ſay fo, but 1 never believed it until now. 

L. C. B. Mr. Browne, is all this true which 
you have related ? 

Mr. Browne, Yes, my Lord, all that J have 
{aid is true, and there fits Sir John Croke, poin- 
ting to him with his Finger, who knows that 
every Word that I have ſaid is true. 

L. C. B. It but ever a Word that Mr. 
Brown ſays be true, it is as foul a Conſpiracy 
as ever was heard of. 

About this Time Sir John Croke ſtole away 
from the Bench, without taking his leave of 
my Lord Chief Baron, or any of the Juſtices. 

My L. C. B. ſaid, Is this Sir John Croke a 
Gentleman, and contrives ſuch Plots as this? 
I never in all my Days heard of the like: But 
J think once in this Place, I met with one 
ſomething like it, but this far exceeds that, if 
this be true that Mr, Browne hath ſaid. 

I ; But 
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But you of this Jury, there is an honeſt 
Mah, ſaid my Lord, pointing to Mr. Wilcox, 
he overthrows all; if that be true which he 
ſaid, then all that is falſe which Larimore, his 
Son, and Siſter have ſworn. 

Lari more ſaid, my Lord, what I have ſworn 
as to Mr. Hawkins is true. 50 

My L. C. B. replied, Come, Larimore thou 
art a very Villain. 

Larimore ſaid, I wiſh that the Ground may 
open and ſwallow me, if any thing that I have 
ſworn againſt Mr. Hawkins is falſe. 

L. C. B. Replied, Come, come, Larimore 
thou art a very Villain, nay, I think thou art 
a Devil. 

Hawk. I hope your Honour, and this Jury, 
are by this Time fully convinc'd that Sir John 
CroRe 1s concern'd in this Plot; for, my Lord, 
he hath appeared ail along to be the Grand 
Contriver of it, as appears by Mr. Browne's 
- Teſtimony, and by what he {aid to Larimore 
before me and others. 

L. C. B. Hale replied, I am fully ſatisfied, 
and ſo I think are all that have heard it; And 
he ſaid to the Juſtices, Gentlemen, where is 
this Sir John Croke ? They replied, be is gone. 

L. C. B. Is Sir John Croke gone? He ſaid, 
Gentlemen, I mult not forget to acquaint you, 
for I thought Sir Fob» Croke had been here 
ſill, that this Sir 7ohn Croke fent me this 
Morning two Sugar Loaves for a Prelent, 
praying me to excuſe his Abſence Waere

And 
ſo taking the Letter out of his Boſom, ſhew- 
ing it to the Juſtices, ſaid, Gentlemen, do 
you know this Hand? To which ſome of them 
reply'd, they believed it might be Sir John 
Croke's own Hand; which Letter being com- 
pared with his Mittimus, for he had no Clerk, 
and ſome other of his Writings there, it plain- 
ly appeared to be his own Hand.

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thing elſe ſhall be alledged againſt me, I hum- 
bly crave Time, and Leave to anſwer it; for, 
my Lord, I am confident I can give a fuller

L. C. B. You of the Jury what do you 
think 2 The Priſoner at the Bar deſires to know 
whether you are ſatisfied as to the lndictment; 
if not, you may do well to declare wherein 
you are not ſatisfied, : 

Fury. It is a very plain Caſe my Lord. 

L. C. B. And I think fo too, but it is a ve- 
ry foul one. 

L. C. B. ſaid to me, Sir, have you any 
more? 

Hawk. My Lord, I humbly thank your Ho- 
nour, and the Court, for that great Patience, 
and Liberty I have had, and intend to lay no 
more, but with Cintilian I conclude, [1no- 
centia melior eſt quam Eloquentia, Innocence is 
better than Eloquence. 


My Lord Chief Baron Hale's Directions to the 


Jury were to this Effect. 


L. C. B. ſaid, You that are of this Jury, the 
Priſoner at the Bar ſtands indicted for robbing 
this Larimore; and you have heard at large 
both the Proſecutor's Evidence to prove him 
guilty, which if you do believe, I never heard a 
tuller: And 2. You have alſo heard the Priſo- 
ner's Detence, wherein, as I think, he rg 
ully 
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fully anſwered the ſame Charge. I ſhall firſt, 
repeat the Evidence againſt him, which con- 
fiſts of two Branches; the firſt is the Proſecu- 
tor's Proof of this Indictment; Secondly, his 
charging him with other Crimes of the like 
Nature, as the ſtealing of Chilton's Boots, and 
the picking of Noble's Pocket. 

Firſt, For to prove him guilty of robbing 
him, he obſerves this Method. 

Firſt, He himſelf {wears that he ſaw the Pri- 
{oner at the Bar commit the Robbery. | 

Secondly, His Son and Siſter ſwear that they 
ſaw him run out of the Houſe at the ſame 
1ime, 

Thirdly, He brings in four or five Perſons 
that ſwear the Gold Ring, and the Five-Shil- 
ling Piece were found in the Houſe of him 
that is now the Priſoner at the Bar. 

Fourthly, and Laſily, He proves by two Wit- 
neſies, that the Gold Ring and Five-Shilling 
Piece was pawned to him, 


And for the Firſt of theſe, Larimore ſwears 
that upon Friday the 18th of September laſt 
paſt, he lock'd his Doors between twelve and 
one of the Clock at Noon, and went out, 
leaving no body at home, to pluck Hemp, a- 
bout two Furlongs from his Houſe, where he 
{raid with the reſt of his Family till within an 
Hour and half of Sun-ſet, at which Time, he 
coming home, found his Doors open, and ran 
up into his Chamber, and there through the 
Chinks 
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Chinks of the Loft-boards, he ſwears that he 
faw the Priſoner, now at the Bar, ranſacking 
and rifling of a Box, in the which was at 
that Time a Holland Apron, and a Purſe, in 


which Purſe were two Gold Rings, two Pie- 


ces of Gold, and 195. in Silver; all which 
faid Rings, Gold, and Silver, with the ſaid 
Apron, he ſwears that he did ſee the Priſoner 
now at the Bar, turn out of the ſaid Purſe, 
take, and feloniouſly carry away, except one 
Piece or two of the Silver, and ſhews the ve- 
ry Purſe out of which he ſaw him take them. 
If you compare the Evidence with the Indict- 
ment, you may ſee the Policy of the Proſecu- 
tor; for he would gladly ſeem a moderate 


Proſecutor, by indicting him for Felony only; 


as the ſtealing of Rings and Money, 5c. 
But by his Evidence, he would as gladly 
charge him with Burglary alſo, for he {wears 
he broke open or pick'd the Locks of his 
Doors, and Box, which by Law is the ſame. 
And Secondly, to corroborate this his Evi- 
dence, he hrings in two Witneſles more, viz, 
his Son, and Siſter Beamſly, and they ſwear 
that they did at the ſame Time fee the Priſo- 


ner, that is now at the Bar, run out of Lari- 


more's Houſe, with a great Bunch of Keys in 
his Hand, and he hid himſelf amongſt Beans 
and Weeds: And note the Keys, to intimate 
that by the Help of thoſe he pick'd Larimore's 


Locks. 
: Thirdly, 
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Thirdly, He brings in his Son, Nodſworth 
Croke, the Conſtable, and Tything-Man, which 
all {wear that they found this Gold Ring and 
Five-Shilling Piece of Silver in a Basket hanging 
upon a Pin, in the Houle of the Priſoner at 
the Bar, with a few Eggs, which the Priſoner 
at the Bar the Day before had ſtol'n from 
him. 

And Fomthly and Laſth, He brings in one 
of Sir John Croke's Sons, and Mr. Good, who 
{wear that the one pawn'd the Ring, and the 
other the Five-Shilling Piece to Larimore. 

Thus Larimore ſwears he ſaw the Priſoner 
rob him, his Son and Siſter ſwear that they 
ſaw him run out of the Houſe, the ſame Time 
four more {wear that they found the Ring and 
Five-Shilling Piece in his Houſe upon Search. 
And Laſily, Two {wear that the Ring and 
Five-Shilling Piece was pawned to him. If 
all this be true, he muſt needs be guilty, and 
if ſo, altho'I have a great Reſpect for his Cal- 
ling, yet that ſhall no ways excuſe him, but 
rather aggravate his Crime, 

And thus much touching the Indictment. 

And S*:condly, He ſeems to charge him with 
other Acts of the like Nature; as, 

1. He brings in one Chilton to ſwear that 
the Priſoner at the Bar did ſteal a Pair of Boots 
from him, and four or five Perſons ſwear that 
they did hear Chilton ſay he did. 

2, He brings one Boyce from London, a Per- 
n, I think, of no great Credit, he ago 

that 


that he ſaw the Priſoner at the Bar, about 
two Years ago, have his Hand in the Pocket 
of one Jame : Noble, and that Noble ſaid that 
he loſt a Gold Ring and piece of Gold at the 
ſame Time. This, it true, would render the 
Priſoner now at the Bar obnoxious to any Ju- 
ry. — Thus far the Evidence againſt the Pri- 
ſoner at the Bar. | 

Now we come to the Priſoner's Defence, 
which, becauſe it is ſo full, I ſhall be the 
briefer in it. The Parts of his Defence were 
two, as himſelf obſerved. 

1. He ſhews how improbable it is. 

And, 2. How impoſſible that he ſhould be 
guilty of this Charge. 

Firſt, That it is not likely that Larimore was 
robbed at all, becauſe he did not declare it to 
any of his Neighbours as ſoon as he ſaw the 
Robbery committed. Again, he varies as to 
the time when it was done, for that he told 
his Brother Beamſly, that he had loſt the Ring 
and five Shilling Piece before there was any Dit- 
ference between him and the Priſoner at the 
Bar, as appears by Mr. Wilcox, and that Diffe- 
rence began in Michaelmas Term, 1667. And 
before Sir Jobn Croke he confeſſed that he had 
loſt this a Month before the Priſoner (viz. Mr. 
Hawkins) was committed, which muſt be a- 
bout the 19 of Auguſt, 1668. and in Court 
he ſwears that he ſaw the Priſoner at the Bar 
rob him of the ſame Gold Ring and five Shil- 
ling Piece of Silver upon Friday the 18" of 
By K e 
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September, 1668, an Hour and halt before Sun- 
ſet ; all this cannot be true. And for the War- 
rant, that bears date a Day before the Robbe- 
ry was committed. | Whereupon the Judge 
ſaid to Larimore : Come, thou art a cunning 
Fellow, for thou went'ſt to Sir Richard Pigott 
for a Warrant upon the 17h Day, and was not 
robb'd until the 18h Day; Larimore thou 
kneweſt, it ſeems, upon the 17h Day that 
thou ſhould'ſt be robbed on the 18** Day, and 
that the Priſoner now at the Bar ſhould rob 
thee ; ſurely thou can't divine, if all this be 
true.] Again: Is it likely, that when the Pri- 

ſoner at the Bar was charged with flat Felon 
at his own Doors, the Conſtable likewiſe 
threatning to break open his Houle to ſearch, 
if he had been guilty, his Wife and himſelf, 
having the Opportunity of going abroad after 
they had ſo charged him, while they were 
gone to conſult with Sir John Croke, as the Pri- 
ſoner at the Bar ſufficiently proved, they did by 
the Teſtimony of ſeveral Witneſſes, (as Mr. 
Reed, Mr. Sanders, and others) that in all that 
time he would not have made his Eſcape, or 
at leaſt found a more convenient Place to con- 
yey a Ring and five Shilling Piece, than to let 
it remain all that time in a little Basket, with 
a few Eggs, hanging on a Pin? Again : Who 
ame firſt into the Room where this Egg-Bas- 
et hung 2 Why Larimore: And who took 
down the Basket? Larimoare : Who turned 
out the Eggs? Larimore : And who had the 
5 dreſſing 
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dreſſing of the Eggs e Larimore : He is a ſpe- 
cial Cook. You Gentlemen of the Jury, it 
is an eaſie thing for Layimore to juggle a Ring 
and five Shilling Piece into a Basket, he be- 
ing the firſt that came into the Room, as he 
put up his Hand to take down the Basket he 
might with Eaſe enough convey ſuch things 
as thoſe were into it. All this, and many 
more, are probable Circumſtances to move 

ou and me to believe, that it is not proba- 

le that the Priſoner at the Bar is guilty of 
this Robbery; but that I muſt leave to you 
to conſi 'er of. 

Again: The Priſoner at the Bar proves the 
whole Buſineſs to be but a meer Contrivance 
of Sir John Croke's and this Larimore's, on pur- 
pole to ruin him, as is fully made manifeſt by 
the Teſtimony of Mr. Browne, who juſtifies 
that upon Wedneſday the 16" of Szptember 
laſt paſt, and but two Days before this pre- 
tended Robbery, he heard Sir 70h Croke 
adviſe this Larimore to fetch a Warrant to 
ſearch the Houle of the Priſoner at the Bar, 
and then to convey Gold and Silver into it; 
which having done, charge him with flat Fe- 
lony, and bring him before the ſaid Sir John 
Croke, and no other Juſtice, he then promi- 
ſing to the {aid Larimore to commit him to 
Goal without Bail, and hang him at the next 
Aſſizes, which is now; and, as 1 take it, they 
do aim at it. You of this Jury, if you do be- 
lieve what Mr. Brozwne faith, it is as foul a 
| : K 2 Con- 
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Conſpiracy as ever was heard of. And I am 
apt to think it may be probable, becauſe that 
Sir John Croke and Larimore did threaten to 
caſt this Mr. Browne into Priſon, and ſo ruin 
him, if he came down and teſtified his Know- 
ledge about this Buſineſs, which thing is of a 
very ill Conſequence. Again: It ſeems like- 
ly that Mr. Browne may be credited, if you 
compare their Actions with the Times, for up- 
on Iueſday Sir John arreſted the Priſoner up- 
on a feignd Action of an hundred Pound ; 
upon Wedneſday the Plot was concluded upon 
by Sir John Croke and Larimore, as may ap- 
pear by Mr. Browne's Teſtimony ; on Thurſ- 
day they procured of Sir Richard Pigoit the 
Warrant to ſeach ; on Friday Larimore pre- 
tends that he was robbed, tho' in truth there 
appears no ſuch thing; upon Saturday the Pri- 
ſoner's Houſe was broke open, and he appre- 
hended; and upon Sunday he was carryed to 
the Goal; it was a good Week's Work. But 
there is an honeſt Man [ſaid my Lord Chief 
Baron, pointing at Mr. Wilcox] he knocks 
down all, for he juſtifies that he came to La- 
rimore's Houſe upon Friday the 18th of Septem- 
ber laſt paſt, (it being the ſame Day that he 
{wears he ſaw the Priſoner at the Bar robbing 
him, an Hour and an half before Sunſet) and 
there continued till it was near Night ; and he 
farther ſaith, that Larimore was with him all 
that Afternoon; and he ſaid that Larimore 
was not rabbed that Afternaon, nor was Mr. 


Hawkins 
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Hawkins there at that time. If this that Mr. 
Wilcox ſaith be true, then all that Larimore, 

3 and Siſter hath ſworn, muſt needs be 
alſe. 

And as touching the Boots, Chilton ſwears 
that he had legg'd a pair of Boots for the Priſo- 
ner at the Bar, and laid them in his Shop-Win- 
dow, for him to take along with him as he went 
by ; which he did, and paid him for his Work; 
and yet this Larimore, Sir John Croke, Crox- 
ſtone, and others, did uſe their utmoſt Endea- 
vours to ſtir up this Chiltoz to indi the Priſo- 
ner at the Bar for ſtealing of them, Croxſtone 
promiſing to bear him out in it. This can ar- 
gue nothing elle but Malice in thoſe Perſons. 
And for that which Boyce ſwears, is a Story 
that can argue nothing elle ; for neither is No- 
ble here to proſecute, nor can Boyce ſwear that 
the Priſoner at the Bar did pick his Focket, or 
that Noble ever {aid he did. 

Thus I have repeated the Evidence to prove 
him guilty, and have not, I think, omitted 
any thing in it that is material ; which it you 
do believe, he muſt needs be guilty : And 
alſo the Priſoner's Defence, which, I think, is 
ſufficient. It is a plain Caſe, and I ſuppoſe 
you need not go from the Bar ; but that I 
leave to you. 

And ſo the Jury not ſtirring from the Bar, 
which the Clerk obſerving, he called the Jury, 
who ſeverally anſwered to their Names; which 
being done, the Clerk of the Arraigns aal

L. C. B. replied," Yes, yes, he is diſcharged, 
paying his Fees. 

Hawk. May it pleaſe your Honour, my 
Lord, I am poor, and this, with other Trou- 
bles, which they have unjuſtly occaſioned, hath 
coſt me a great deal of Money already. 

L. C. B. I cannot help that, nor can I give 
away other Mens Rights, if they will not re- 
mit their Fees, you muſt pay them. 

Hawk. 1 humbly thank your Honour, and 


ſhall obſerve your Lordſhip's Commands, 


| And ſo the Court aroſe, there being no o- 
ther Buſineſs (but my Trial) the whole Morn- 
ing, 
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ing, which laſted from eight until one. So 
as ſoon as my Trial was over, Sir John Croke, 
Larimore, and the reſt of that Crew, fled pri- 
vately out of Alisbury, and durſt not ſtay. 


Thus I have, as briefly as poſhbly I could, 
run over my Trial, and for the Truth of it 1 
dare appeal to all that heard it, which were 
hundreds, who can juſtifie that I have given a 
juſt and faithful Account of it.
